TRACK CLUB HAD SEASON MARKED 
BY ADVEN T OF MUCH N EW MATERIAL 

Freshmen-Sophomore and Interyear Sports the Scene of a Number of Closely Contested Events 

VARSITY WO N INTERCOLLEGIAT EMEET EASILY 

MeDougall's Win of All Three- weight Throwing Events in Kingston Was Feature of That Meet 

A yreft lnrrea^e in interest in track work was very apparent from the very beginning of the seaspn 
this year. A squad of about fifty men started in Him fall and although a few dropped out the numbers re- 
mained about constant until the interyear sports had weeded out all the candidates unlikely »o make the. in- 
tercollegiate team. MeCHII weje not able | 0 win the Inlercollegiale meet but. in the Freshmen-Sophomore and 
t niversity sports some exceptionally good events were run. 

The first chance for Hit* runners lo display their ability was in the Freshmen-Sophomore sports . These 
were he|d the fin-t Saturday in October. The Kreshies merging victorious from one 'of thé most Successful 
meets ever held on the campus track. The Sophs did well in the broad jump, the pole vault and in the two 
short sprints, but were quite outmatched in the weights and runs. The list Of entries-was much larger than 
for former. meets, it being necessary to run three heats, in the hundred, and two heats in the hurdles! while in 
the broad eight men cleared eighteen fe*t, or better, a remarkable performance at a Freshman meet. The 
times and djstance.? compared favourably with t hose-made later in the University sports.' ' 

The Inter-year meet was held on Friday. October 8th. The day was bright although a iillle chilly and 
there. was very little wind. The athletes were all very pleased at Ihe excellent, condition of the- M.A.A.A. 
track. , 

Ihe fsature of the. day's work was the breaking of the college record for the t6-lb. hammer throw by 
Macdougall. Big Mac threw.the weight. 1?? ft. 6 inches, beating his former, the coljege. record bv almost six 
feet. In all of his three casts he bettered his last year's record distance. His first, throw was 120 ft!, his second 
122 ft. 6 in., the new record, and his third. 118 ft. JO in. 

The most exciting and best, race of the aflernoon was the three mile event, Cambridge, after running 
fécond for practically the entire distance, overtook and beat .out Oerrie, the leader. • This was only accom- 
plished by making a beautiful' spurt during the. last lap. F^cn when three .hundred yards away from the 
tape he was still fifteen yards behind, a final exertion made him' winner by ten yards. 

The finish of. the 220 was very close and it was several minutes before j| was possible to decide who had 
won. First place; was eventually given to Fraser and Legault, whom many of the spectators 'thought had won 
the race, was awarded second place. 

'Eve dishing laid claims to the all round championship by winning a first, and three seconds. He, had lit- 
tle difficulty in gaining fir'st plaee in the pole \ault when he cleared to ft. In the. high jump he unfortunately 
fell down in the first round when it, came to 5 ft. and first place Was awarded to Dougall. In jumping off later 
for second place with Evan*, however, he cleared the bar at 5 ft; 5 in., an inch higher than the Maedonald 
w inning entry had jumped.' Eric also- w on' second? in the 120. yards hurdles, and the broad .jump. 

The mile was won in fine style by Crombie, a Science freshmen, who crossed, the line., a winner by a 
goodly margin. Most, of the weight events and the other races were without any special features. 

The Oueen's Athletic Oround.i on October 23rd. was the scene of Ihe Intercollegiate meet. The Varsity 
team piled up 70 pointa to MeOill's. her nearest competitor's,- 13. . 

A. very heavy. wind was blowing ac.rofs the field and this accounted for what might otherwise have been I 
tiioughta slow meet. The limes in all the race? were considerably slower thin they would probably have 
been if the weather had been more favourable. 

Macdougal, MeGiir? husky weight thrower, ran up fifteen points for his college . by winning Ihe. three 
weight er-ent*. Hillier ran a pretty nee in the 100 yards against the heavy wind for another first. His lime 
almost equalling the time he made here.. Toronto gained both second and third places in this e\ent. 

The 220 yards proved disastrous in spite of the fact that. MéGill had two contestants m the finals. The 
most, they were able to annex was a solitary point. Following up their heavy 'scoring in this, event. Varsity 
went after the quarter mile. Both first and second places fell lo their men m'this event also. Burness adding 
his first win to two seconde. His companion in harness. Seymore, was second. Hovey, of McGill, gained third 
place. The half mile ended with two Foronlo men Hi the lead. McGill were forced to be content, with the 
solitary' pmnt which Whit*, of Maedonald College, savsd for McGill. . 

Toronto were. greaf|y handicapped in all the longduiances by the inability of Harold Campbell, the best 
long djtUnce runner the Intercollegiate has fostered' for a number of years being unable to compete. He had 
the ill luck lo contract a severe cold the week previous » 0 the rpeçt and his -muscles stiffened up and kept 
him out of the competition. It will be remembered that in 1912 a number of the long runs fell to him in ex- 
ceedingly fast time. ■ ' * • < 

Cambridge won first place after a hard struggle of three miles around' a windy track. 1 This gain of five 
points was diminished to two when Cluff, of Varsity, ran second. 

Bricker. Varsity's great point getter ran MeGjirs "Mac" a close, second-in the matter of point winning. 
His wins in the pole vault and jn the broad jump with a third in the hufdles gained him a tota.1 of eluven 
point*. It was his sensaïiorral jumping in the pole vault which broke the rmly record of the meet. He clear- 
ed 11 ft. 7 in., seven incher. better than the Intercollegiate record, which he established in-Montreal in.iOH. 
Another first place went to Buicker when he cleared 2o ft. fl \-i inches in the broad jump. 

McDougall had little difficulty m winning the three weight competitions. In an exhibition 1 throw of the 
lSlb. hammer, he cast it 134 ft. 0 in.. «ix feet beyond the record but in'doing to he unfortuqately.overstepped 
his ring and hence the shot was disqualified.

THE UNIVERSITY 



The idea of a university is brought out in an article in the New 
Statesman (London) in a very interesting way. The writer alludes 
to a meeting held by the National Union of Teachers, the Work- 
ers' Educational Association, and other admirable societies "to de- 
precate proposals for restricting the privileges of external students of 
the University of London," and goes on to say : Loyalty is to be 
found in every university, young or old, primarily philosophic, or pri- 
marily scientific. It is part of the university spirit. Another part is 
verence — not so much for the actual professors as for the great tra- 
|ion of learning of which they are the temporal repositaries. Yet 
[essence of a university, we are persuaded, lies neither in the place 
1 in the teachers, but in the mood and habit of the students. They 
engaged in the rubbing of one ingenuous mind against another, 
trike out original sparks. The ideal undergraduate has a little 
^ery little, for the gift is a dangerous one) of that wide concep- 
i education which a character in Congreve expresses when he 
says: "Leave business to idlers and wisdom to fools: they have need 
of 'em." Says Shakespeare: 

"Why, universal plodding prisons up 
The nimble spirits in the arteries." 
The value of belonging to a community which exists professedly 
for the free play of mind is incalculable : a university is a place 
where one seeks knowledge, not as a personal distinction or a utilita- 
rian weapon, but just because it is knowledge. A college course 
should be no mere training in this so-called art or that still more so- 
called science — specialized, efficient, grimly functioning at high 
pressure to grind out hustlers for the battle of life. Newman, in his 
"Idea of a University," quotes Aristotle to support his description 
of a "liberal" pursuit. He writes : — 

"All that I have been now saying is summed up in a few char- 
acteristic words of the great philosopher. "Of possessions,' he says, 
'those rather are useful, which bear fruit; those liberal, which tend to 
•enjoyment. By fruitful, I mean, which yield revenue; by enjoy- 
able, where nothing accrues of consequence beyond the using.* "

THE "MOVIES" TEACH 



The University of Wisconsin, through its extension division 
and by a special bureau, recently created, plans to "make the 
'movies' educate." All the schools and organizations of the state 
that either already have "visual instruction" as part of their pedago- 
gic method or that wish to have it, are to be helped with "illustra- 
tive material." Films, like books and lantern slides, are to be pur- 
chased with state funds, and then by adequate methods of loan dis- 
tribution, sent forth. The great democratic machine, with the free 
kindergarten at one end and the free university at the other, is to be 
given eyes. 

This is only another illustration of a kind that has frequently 
been singled out and commended, showing the modernity and ser- 
viceableness of the Wisconsin extension system. The motion picture 
having come to stay, both as a medium of education and of amuse- 
' ment, of information and of recreation, the only sensible course to be 
• followed by those who dislike misuse of the invention is conversion 
of it to constructive ends. 

This fact Wisconsin has seen; but she has also acted. With 
a finely organized extension service already operating it has been 
easy for the university to assume this new duty.
